Tho point of the shell is of light 
metal in order to insure better aiming., and to prevent it from jumping off 
the enemy tank. An eight-kilogram special, shell has also been invented., but 
strict orders have been given that this kind may bo used only if the above— 
mentioned shells prove ineffective. The Russians and their Hungarian pupils 
claim that no tank exists which could not be pierced with this shell*
